The Central Bank of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea issued gold, silver and 
alloy coins to commemorate the 
13th World Festival of Youth and 
Students. 

Engraved in the heads of the 
coins are the emblem of the 13th 
WFYS; English letters 
“Pyongyang” below the picture 
of the pigeon; English letters 
“The 13th World Festival of 
Youth and Students” along their 
rings and Roman letters ‘‘XIII”’ 
at their lower parts. 

Carved in their tails are our 
country’s national emblem; the 
name of our country; their de- 
nominations and the year of issue 
under it; and English letters “‘The

In the tail of the gold coin there 
is letters showing degree of purity 
and weight. 

The diameter of the gold coin is 
22 mm and that of the silver and 
alloy coins 30 mm and the gold 
coin weighs a quarter of one troy 
ounce (7.77 grammes) and that of 
the silver coin 14.8 grammes. 

The gold and silver coins are 
made of pure gold and pure silver 
and alloy coin is made of 80 
percent of copper and 20 percent 
of nickel.

Moran Hill 


Moran Hill stands along the Taedong River which flows 
through the centre of Pyongyang, venue of the festival. 

It was originally called Mt. Kumsu but was renamed Moran 
Hill because it is as beautiful as a peony (Moran means 
peony). It has been regarded as the most beautiful bill for its 
picturesque scenery. 

The highest place in this hill is the Choesung Pavilion. 


Around it, there are many historical relics suchas the Ulmil Wm 


Pavilion and Choesung Pavilion and Chongryu Pavilion which 
add to the beautiful scenery of Pyongyang. These old remains 
make good harmony with such structures as Chongryn Pavilion, 
Flungbu Pavilion, Moran Restaurant, Kim Il Sung 
Stadium, the Tower of Liberation, the Tower of Friendship, 
the Chollima Statue, Moranbong Theatre which have been built 
to suit the sense of beauty. These tell of the long history of 
Pyongyang.
